work done and materials furnished, in and about said bridge,
in accordance with the agreement between the parties.

Sec. 2. That the Common Council of said city of St, Paul
ghall have power to pay by theissuance of bonds of said city, all
other claims against the St. Paul Bridge Company for services
and work or materials furnished in the construoction of the
bridge of sai¢ Company, not exceeding the sum of ten thon-
sand dollars (§10,000): Provided, that no claim shall be so
paid without the approval of the St Paul Bridge Company,
and being proved to the’ satisfaction of the Common Coun-
cil of maid city, and that all right, title and interest of the hold-
ers of such claims, shall, upon the settlement thereof, vest in
said city, and said city shall be authorized to deduct the
amounnt of claims 8o paid out of the tolls and revenues of said
St. Paul Bridge.
